He h i ^ 
asked con g ress to prov ide a full 
federal ballot act.

DIVES IN RIVER 


Big Car Skid s During Storm 


And Plung es Into Icy

PASSAIC, N. J., M arch 20 — 
Possibly 30 person s were killed to­ 
day when a bus carry in g between 
30 an d 40 passen g ers crashed in to 
the icy w aters of the Passaic riv er. 
Shortly afte r the crash, police 
reported th at on ly sev en or eig ht 
person s aboard the ill-fated v e­ 
hicle m an ag ed to fig ht their w’ay 
out an d escape. The bus rested 
in 18 feet of w ater an d au thori­ 
ties issued an em erg en cy call for 
div ers. 
The bus. en route to W ellin g ton , 
N. J., with early -m orn in g com ­ 
m uters, apparen tly skidded on the 
icy pav em en ts followin g an all- 
n ig ht 
blin din g 
sn ow 
an d 
sleet 
storm . 
Police an d /m e rg e n e y 
squads 
rushed to the scen e w ith all av ail­ 
able rescue apparatu s. 
The crash happen ed w ith mieh 
sudden n ess, accordin g to police, 
th a t n ot a sin g le passen g er es­ 
caped before the 
bus 
plun g ed 
throug h the railin g an d toppled 
in to the riv er.

from Lodi, Clifton , G arfield an d 
P assaic respon ded to the call for 
help, brin g in g div in g an d g rap­ 
plin g equipm en t in the desperate 
hope th a t some of the passen g ers

Roy Thomas, 54, a forem an in 
the rubber plan t, n arrow ly missed 
death when

M A N Y ho me-o wners are hav ing unpleas- 
ant surprises because they tho ug ht 
that the So ldiers’ and Sailo rs’ Relief g av e 
them full deferment o f pay ments o n ho mes 
while they were in unifo rm. That belief is 
a little to o g o o d to be true. 
The EHA act required a lending insti­ 
tutio n to bring fo reclo sure when a bo rro w­ 
er became delinquent fo r 1 2 mo nths o n his 
mo rtg ag e. The amendment merely pro ­ 
v ides that a lender need no t fo reclo se if a 
bo rro wer is in serv ice. 
The serv ice man is ex pected to pay his 
tax es and interest. He need no t try to 
amo rtize the principal o f the lo an. If he o r 
his wife has difficulty making ends meet, 
the lender asks her to co me in and talk 
thing s o v er. The inducted man sho uld by 
all means take his wife to such a co nfer­ 
ence befo re he leav es. The lender will try 
to arrang e means o f making it po ssible fo r 
the y o ung peo ple to ho ld their ho me. 
In many cases the wife can rent the 
ho me and take smaller quarters in her o ld 
ho me o r elsewhere. The rent then cam es 
the necessary ex penses o f the new ho me, 
so metimes ev en mo derately reducing the 
principal. 
Ho me-buy ing is o ne o f the best thing s 
y o ung Americans do . Lo sing a ho me is o ne 
o f the mo st disco urag ing thing s that can 
happen. Ev ery effo rt sho uld be made by 
mo rtg ag o r and mo rtg ag ee bo th to sav e 
ho mes. Understanding clearly the co ndi­ 
tio ns o f buy ing is o f the 
first impo rtance. 


ALCOHOL PROCESS HELD UP 
W ASHINGTON— A my sterio us hand has 
** reached inside the War Pro ductio n 
Bo ard to ho ld up a new metho d o f alco ho l 
pro ductio n. The pro cess, dev elo ped in Ger­ 
many , is the distillatio n o f alco ho l fro m 
sawdust and wo o d waste. 
All o v er the U. S. A. there is a g reat 
surp lus o f sawdust and wo o d scraps fro m 
saw mills. In so me areas, its dispo sal is a 
p roblem. But in Germany , so me 3 0 plaits 
are in o peratio n turning sawdust no t o nly 
into alco ho l, but y east and cattle feed. 
This same pro cess has been tested at a 
U. S. Fo rest Serv ice pilo t plant at Mar­ 
quette, Wis., and recently plans were all 
set to o pen a co mmercial plant at Willa­ 
mette, Oreg o n. The Vulcan Co pper and 
Sup p ly co mpany was scheduled to do the 
job, and J. Alfred Hall, bo rro wed fro m the 
Forest Serv ice by WPB’s o ffice o f pro duc­ 
tio n research and dev elo pment, actually 
had g o ne o ut to Oreg o n to inspect the 
pro ­ 
p osed Willamette site. 
But no w so mething has happened. The 
alco ho l div isio n o f WPB is repo rted to be 
quietly thro wing mo nkey wrenches into the 
wo rks. 
Fo r two lo ng y ears, WPB’s 
alco ho l di­ 
v isio n had blo cked the sawdust alco ho l 
metho d fo r the o bv io us reaso n that 
the big 
alco ho l co mpanies are entrenched with the 
Cuban mo lasses metho d. Their plants are 
near the Atlantic seabo ard, where mo lasses 
is readily accessible. They do n’t want co m­ 
petitio n fro m the lumber reg io ns o f the 
So uth and No rthwest. But finally , because 
o f the desperate alco ho l sho rtag e, they 
were o v erruled and the Willamette plant 
was autho rized.

When the Willamette applicatio n was sent 
by reg istered mail to WPB, it was “ lo st.” 
WPB refused to act witho ut the “ o rig inal” 
applicato n, so v aluable weeks were wasted 
arg uing . 
Then, an eng ineer named Lev y , who 
had had ex perience with the sawdust meth­ 
o d in Germany , was bro ug ht here fro m 
Eng land. This time, the Willamette appli­ 
catio n papers were ready . But ano ther 
hitch dev elo ped. WPB suddenly fo und 
so me o f Lev y ’s credentials unsatisfacto ry , 
demanded an FBI inv estig atio n. The FBI 
cleared him, but still the WPB’s alco ho l 
div isio n is ho lding thing s up.

Doctor Approves 
Marie Curie Movie

I ON THE MIM day that I saw 
the moving p icture "Mm*. Curia" 
I received from a London book­ 
seller a p ap er p amp hlet contain­ 
ing the review of the Academy of 
Science* of Paris of July 18,189 8. 


Dr. Clendening will answer 
questions of general interest 
only, and then only through 
his column. 


One review was “SUR UNB SUB­ 
STANCE NOUVELLE RADIO­ 
-ACTIVE," by P. Curie and Mme. 
S. Curie, p resented by M. Becque- 
rel. It is the first announcement 
of the researches which led to the 
discovery of radium. This ep och- 
making 
announcement 
covers 
barely two p ages of p rint. 
I They ask me whether "Mme. 
Curie" is a good movie. It is far 
more than that—it is a noble work 
of art. It lifts the onlooker out of 
the selfish and degrading conflict* 
of the world around us into the 
rarefied idealism of scicnoa "The 
man who discovered that geomet­ 
rical design," says the Professor 
Perrin, of the p icture, to the class 
of which Mme. Curie is a member, 
"accomp lished at the moment or 
discovery a feat of the imagina­ 
tion far surp assing that of any 
p oet. To each one of you, too, 
science gives the op p ortunity to 
reach out and hold a star in your 
fingers.” 
Thrilling Problem 
To me it Is astonishing and en­ 
couraging that this p icture can 
make the p lot and all the susp ense 
hinge up on the working out of a 
scientific p roblem end yet be so 
thrilling to sn avsrsgt audience. 
The love story of tbs Curias la 
p resent, or It wouldn’t be a movie, 
but subordinated to th* scientific 
p roblem of Anding what substanca 
there is In p itchblende which gives 
out so much electrical emanation. 
And it is worked out so that the 
minds of the movie audience fol­ 
low it by what is known In scien­ 
tific logic as the Canon of Resi­ 
dues. By a p rocess of elimination 
the Curies p rove that It must be 
in that one-millionth of one p er 
cent of "extraneous matter." 
It is a remarkably accurst* nar­ 
rative also. 
I have followed its 
events in Marls Curie’s life of her 
husband 
"PIERRE CURIE" and 
her own autobiograp hy, and find 
scarcely any deviation from the 


actualities of their lives. Of course 
the Curies were very fortunate 
p eop le. They were caught up early 
in life by a quest—an adventure 
of the mind and sp irit. It sur­ 
rounded their existence like sn 
aura, far different from the hum­ 
drum routine of ordinary mortals. 
Becqoerel Discoveries 
Henri Becquerel does not get • 
quite as much credit in the movie 
version ss he should. It was his 
discoveries and ideas that really 
started them off—when he p roved 
p itchbiend is radio-active. And 
later it was Becquerel who dis­ 
covered the only p ractical ap p li­ 
cation radium has—its destruc- 
tiveaess to human tissue, includ­ 
ing cancer. "Henri Becquerel," 
wrote Mme. Curie, "had by acci­ 
dent a similar burn as a result of 
carrying in his vest p ocket a glass 
tube containing radium salt. He 
came to tell us of this evil effect 
of radium exclaiming in a manner 
at once delighted end annoyed-— 
"I love it, but I owe it a grudge." 
Too much is made p erhap s of 
th* sadness of Pierre Curie’s 
death. He had lived to see his 
work comp leted and recognised by 
th# award of the Nobel Prise in 
19 05. Death is not a tragedy to 
those who have gased so stead­ 
fastly and faithfully on Nature 
that she has revealed even an in­ 
finitesimal p art of her workings.

Recently General “Sp eck" got a new insignia for his uniform—th* 
shoulder p atch lately ordered for the forces in India. The p atch 
tfhows a p hoenix bird arising from the ashes In the mythological 
manner. This em blem is meant to typ ify Ute rebirth of Allied 
strength In India. 
When General Wheeler was shown the insignia he made a com­ 
ment that is characteristic of this modern outsp oken manner of serv­ 
icemen which greatly p leases ms and everybody else, too. He said: 
"Whan you sew on Lbs p atch be careful to have the p hoenix facing 
rear looking toward where It has been. Not toward th* front to 
ess where It Is going This Is th# rule, you understand. I’m p rep ared 
to obey it. But—I'm in a good deal of a hurry to see Mountbatten ta 
ask him how he can exp lain the backward looking attitude of this 
bird" 
When Generel "Sp eck" Wheeler gets to India ha will definitely not 
br Olm of tbs “imaPBfoachableJ," or ie it untouchables ujdjgerous to 


the native soil. He started out in life as a cheery middle westerner. 
And even lf he hadn t had that good beginning In understanding his 
fellow men he must have learned a p owerful lot about living and the 
survival of th* fittest in that 200-mils walk he took from Burma 
through th* Jungles to civilization. 
Mountbatten’s United States assistant was In Burma for a year 
and a half and took p art In th# big military p ush. While he waa 
"walking out” of dangerous territory (ail of the neighborhood sounds 
p retty bad to me), he had no food excep t bite drop p ed her* and there 
among the bushes and snakes and vermin and things from airp lane*. 
The thought of such eating gives my ration tickets a p ositive halo of 
blessedness. 
Recently General Wheeler got his second Distinguished Service 
Medal. How does a man wear TWO Distinguished Service Medals? 
I don’t know. But they are nice to have. Very nice. 
It is understood that he received the second medal for the p art he 
p layed (I am now about to quote President Roosevelt) in Indian 
air transp ortation which has made it p ossible now to "ship more 
sup p lies to China through tbs air than It was evsr p ossible to p ush 
down the Burma road."

Cannell, an American newsp ap er woman in Paris, 
and her little dog. Miss Canned has just returned 
from France on the Grip sholm. The Grip sholm, as I 
see it, I* the modem comp anion p iece in revers* 
order of that little boat on which Charon rowed the 
p assengers from Earth to Hell across the River Styx.

The President has said his ac­ 
tion would depend on whether the 
new bill provides any more soldiers ;

The messages from the 42 state 
heads disclosed that the federal j 
ballot could be counted at present j 
in only six states — California. 1

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WAR PURPOSES 
R 
USSIA has been a powerful ally and a 
1 good friend, and Premier Stalin is ob­ 
viously a valuable associate in this war 
against Naziism. But it would be unfort­ 
unate if Mr. Stalin insisted on undue en­ 
largement of authority outside of Russia.

SERVICEMAN’S MORTGAGE 
M 
ANY home-owners are having unpleas- 
' ant surprises because they thought 
that the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Relief gave 
them full deferment of payments on homes 
while they were in uniform. That belief is 
a little too good to be true. 
The EHA act required a lending insti­ 
tution to bring foreclosure when a borrow­ 
er became delinquent for 12 months on his 
mortgage. The amendment merely pro­ 
vides that a lender need not foreclose if a 
borrower is in service. 
The service man is expected to pay his 
taxes and interest. He need not try to 
amortize the principal of the loan. If he or 
his wife has difficulty making ends meet, 
the lender asks her to come in and talk 
things over. The inducted man should by J 
ail means take his wife to such a confer­ 
ence before he leaves. The lender will try 
to arrange means of making it possible for 
the young people to hold their home. 
In many cases the wife can rent the 
home and take smaller quarters in her old 
home or elsewhere. The rent then carries 
the necessary expenses of the new home, 
sometimes even moderately reducing the 
principal. 
Home-buying is one of the best things 
young Americans do. Losing a home is one 
of the most discouraging things that can 
happen. Every effort should be made by 
mortgagor and mortgagee both to save 
homes. Understanding clearly the condi­ 
tions of buying is of the first importance.

ALCOHOL PROCESS HELD UP 
llfASH ING TO N— A mysterious hand has 
I ™ reached inside the War Production 
Board to hold up a new method of alcohol 
production. The process, developed in Ger­ 
many, is the distillation of alcohol from 
sawdust and wood waste. 
All over the U. S. A. there is a great 
surplus of sawdust and wood scraps from 
saw mills. In some areas, its disposal is a 
problem. But in Germany, some 30 plaits 
are in operation turning sawdust not only 
into alcohol, but yeast and cattle feed. 
This same process has been tested at a 
I U. S. Forest Service pilot plant at Mar­ 
quette, Wis., and recently plans were all 
set to open a commercial plant at Willa­ 
mette, Oregon. The Vulcan Copper and 
Supply company was scheduled to do the 
job, and J. Alfred Hall, borrowed from the 
Forest Service by WPB’s office of produc­ 
tion research and development, actually 
■ had gone out to Oregon to inspect the pro­ 
posed Willamette site. 
But now something has happened. The 
alcohol division of WPB is reported to be 
quietly throwing monkey wrenches into the 
works. 
For two long years, WPB’s alcohol di­ 
vision had blocked the sawdust alcohol 
method for the obvious reason that the big 
alcohol companies are entrenched with the 
Cuban molasses method. Their plants are 
near the Atlantic seaboard, where molasses 
is readily accessible. They don’t want com­ 
petition from the lumber regions of the 
South and Northwest. But finally, because 
of the desperate alcohol shortage, they 
were overruled and the Willamette plant 
was authorized. 
However, 
queer 
things 
happened. 
When the Willamette application was sent 
by registered mail to WPB, it was “lost.” 
WPB refused to act without the '‘original” 
applicaton, so valuable weeks were wasted 
arguing. 
Then, an engineer named Levy, who 
had had experience with the sawdust meth­ 
od in Germany, was brought here from 
England. This time, the Willamette appli­ 
cation papers were ready. But another 
hitch developed. WPB suddenly found 
some of Levy’s credentials unsatisfactory, 
demanded an FBI investigation. The FBI 
cleared him, but still the WPB’s alcohol 
division is holding things up. 
Note — Hard-hitting Senator Walgren 
of Washington wrote an article on the sub­ 
ject for the Washington Star, exposing the 
whole delay and the reasons why. But the 
Star found it too dynamite-laden. Mean­ 
while, the alcohol shortage continues and 
vast sawdust piles are rotting away.

I ON THE aam# day that I saw 
tha mooing picture “Mine. Curie** 
I received from a London book­ 
seller a paper pamphlet contain­ 
ing the review of the Academy of 
Science* of Peri* of July 18, 1898.

barely two page* of print. 
I They ask me whethar " M m 
Curie” is a good movie. It ie far 
more than that—it is a nobla work 
of art. It lifts tha onlookar out of 
the selfish and degrading conflict* 
of the world around aa into th* 
rarefied idealism of seieno* “Tho 
man who discovered that Nbomet­ 
rical design,” says th* Professor 
Perrin, of th# picture, to the cia** 
of which Mm*. Curie ie a member, 
“accomplished at th* moment of 
discovery a feat of th* imagina­ 
tion far surpeseing that of any 
poet. To each on* of you, too, 
science gives the opportunity to 
reach out and hold a star in your 
fingers.” 
Thrilling Problem 
To me it is astonishing and en­ 
couraging that this picture can 
make th* plot and all the suspense 
hinge upon the working out of a 
scientific problem and yat be ae 
thrilling to en average audience 
The love story of th* Curies ie 
present, or it wouldn’t be a movie, 
but subordinated to the scientific 
problem of finding what suhetanca 
there is in pitchblende which give* 
out so much electrical emanation. 
And it is worked out so that the 
minds of the movie audience fol­ 
low it by what is known in scien­ 
tific logic ae th* Canon of Resi­ 
dues. By a process of elimination 
the Curie* prove that tt must ba 
In that one-millionth of one per 
cent of “extraneous matter.” 
It Is a remarkably accurate nar­ 
rative also. I have followed it* 
events in Marie Curie's life of her 
husband “PIERRE CURIE” and 
her own autobiography, and find 
scarcely any deviation from the 


actualities of their lives. Of course 
the Curie# were very fortunate 
people. They were caught up early 
in life by a quest—an adventure 
of the mind end spirit. It sur­ 
rounded their existence like sn 
aura, far different from the hum­ 
drum routine of ordinary mortals 
Becquertl Discoveries 
Henri Becquerel does not 
quite as much credit in the movie 
version es he should. It was his 
discoveries end ideas that really 
•tarted them off—when he proved 
pitchblend ie radio-active. 
And 
later it wa* Becquerel who dis­ 
covered th* only practical appli­ 
cation radium has—its destrue- 
tiveaess to human tissue, includ­ 
ing cancer. “Henri Becquerel,” 
wrote Mme. Curie, “had by acci­ 
dent a similar burn as a result of 
carrying in his vest pocket a glass 
tube containing radium salt. He 
came to tell us of this svil effect 
of radium exclaiming in a manner 
at once delighted end annoyed— 
“I love it, but I ow* it a grudge.” 
Too much is made perhaps of 
the sadness of Pierre Curie’t 
death. He had lived to see his 
work completed and recognised by 
the award of the Nobel Prise in 
1906. Death is not a tragedy to 
those who have faxed so stead­ 
fastly and faithfully on Nature 
that she has revealed even an in­ 
finitesimal part of her workings.

the native eon. He started out in life as a cheery middle westerner. 
And even if he hadn't had that good beginning In understanding hla 
fellow men he must have learned a powerful lot about living and the 
survival of th# fittest in that 200-mil# walk he took from Burma 
through the jungles to civilisation. 
Mountbatten a United States assistant was In Burma for a year 
and a half and took part in the big military push. While he was 
“walking out” of dangerous territory (all of the neighborhood sounds 
pretty bad to me), he had no food except bits dropped here and there 
among the bushes and snakes and vermin and things from airplane#.
